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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner considered thoroughly the 
applicant's argument filed on March 1 1 , 2007. The applicant argues recited as (see page 3: applicant's argument): "In contrast to 
independent Claim 1 , neither Puhl nor Landsman, taken individually or in any proper combination, teach or suggest a terminal receiving 
service loading content, and in response thereto and without user interaction, authenticating the service loading content and pulling 
download content identified by the service loading content. " The examiner disagrees with the applicant's argument, because the applicant 
argues based on limiting features not specified in the claim language which is "and without user interaction. Even though, these feature are 
not specifically claimed, Puhl discloses (see column 8: lines 1-5) "The user is instructed how to enable the phone to begin a download 
containing the updated software. Another option is that the service provider can automatically update phones while the phone is in service, 
without the user aware of the upgrade" and (see column 8: line 46-55) "the wireless client is able to request digital license certificate 
verification for a new content item when the new content item is associated with an existing digital license certificate that is associated with 
the client identifier." For the above reason, the applicant's argument is not persuasive to place the independent claims in condition for 
allowance.. 
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
